discussions at the U.N. Security 
Council following Israel's air action 
against the terrorist bases near the 
Jordanian town of Salt have followed 
their all-to-familiar trail. Rather than 
airing: the U.N.'s responsibility for 
seeing that the cease-fire agreement, 
which was brought about under the 
auspices of the Security Council, be 
preserved, the Council discussions have 
reflected nothing more than the politi- 
cal interests of the participating na- 
tions, 

These interesis are, of course, suit- 
ably wrapped in moral rhetoric. but 
these phrases only serve to betray the 
Council's moral bankruptcy and its 
inability to serve the ends of collective 
security, which the architects of the 
U.N. had as their aim, 


The real issue at stake in the Coun- 

cil, which it has deliberately side-step- 
ped, is the Arab claim that they can 
organize, support, arm,. and protect 
guerilla bands: mounting attacks across 
the cease-fire lines. It is irrelevant 
whether these bands are part of the 
regular Jordan army, or any other 
Arab army or whether they only obtain 
the support of these armies and the 
governments which stand behind them. 
Such support incriminates the respon- 
sible governments, and makes them 
responsible for violating the cease-fire 
apreement. It also entitles Israel, ac- 
cording to international law, to take 
all steps, including crossing frontiers, 
to counter the raiders. 


To quote Mr. Abba Bban, statesmen 
are entitled to blind themselves to the 
lessons of the past, but they are not 
obliged to do sc. This holds especially 
true for the U.N. and the Security 
Council. Certainly there it should be 
clear that Arab guerilla activities have 
been heavily responsible for the out- 
break of two wars in the area. Yet, 
there is still no evidence that the U.N. 
is capable of acting on this lesson in 
any relevant way, 


Quite the contrary, the Security 
Council, much. like the League of Na- 
tions in the 1930s, finds jtself paralyzed 
to prevent, condemn or control flagrant 
violations of international agreements — 
even agreements for which it has taken 
responsibility, Rather, because of its 
subservience to the power interests of 
the Arab violators and their supporters, 
it can only condemn the acts of self- 
defence adopted by Israel. 


Canons of justice are perhaps not to 
be sought for in the struggles between 
states. But neither can they he flouted — 
without a grave price-—by an internatio- 
nal organization whose very reason for 
being ig the preservation of peace through 
ἃ system of collective security. For by 
flouting: them it undermines its own 
claim to existence and serves the cause 
not of peace, but of aggressor states.

Arahs, Israel 


UNITED NATIONS, —- Israel.warned the 
U.N. Security Council yesterday that 
failure to curb the Arab “conspiracy of 
aggression” in the Middle East would mean 
that Israel would have to act on its ows. 
Ambassador Yosef Tekoah declared that 
an end to the terror warfere being launch- 
ed from the Arab countries was a prere- 
quisite for any movement towards a last- 
ing settlement in the area, ἣ 

Mr. Tekoah, speaking on the third day 
of the Council's debate on the Jatest out- 
breaks of violence between his country 
and Jordan, said that none of the Arab 
governments has denied its part in the 
repeated incursions into Israel. “Israel 
waits to see if the Council will take 
effective action to deal with this conspl- 
racy of aggression or whether it will be 
Jeft for Israel to deal-with it itself,” Mr. 
Teokah said. 

The Council debate arose from Israel 
air strikes at terrorist bases near e-Salt 
last Sunday. Jordan and Israel requested 
the session, Israel] explaining that it acted 
only in self-defence. ᾿ 

Mr. Tekoah described the Jordanian the- 
sis as “strikingly bizarre.” In the Arab 
view, he said, raiders should be free to kill 
and carry out sabotage but Israel should 
not retaliate. “The Security Council can- 
not accept the thesis that the cease-fire 
does not bind one of the parties," he said,

BACK JARRING 

The mission of Dr. Guanar Jarring in 
searching for peace deserved support, the 
Israeli aelegate said. “However the con- 
tinued Arab warfare undermines the pros- 
pect for peace,” he added. “There can be 
no peace as Jong as the Arab states pur- 
sue War by: terror. Cessation of this war- 
fare is a prerequisite for any movement 
towards a just and lasting peace.” 

Inaction by the Council in preventing 
the violations of the cease-fire from Jor- 
dan would inevitably increase the dangers, 
Mr, Tekoah safd. “We appeal to the Coun- 
cil to act, at long last, to put an end to 
Arab acts of aggression against Israel.” 

At the outset of yesterday's meeting, 
Jordanian Ambassador Muhammad el-Fer- 
τῷ called for decisive measures from the 
Council to counter “an act of aggression 
committed by the. Israel armed forces 


‘against Jordan and arrogantly admitted 


by Israel: both here and in Tel Aviv.” 

Mr. Fatra flatly rejected any proposal,

The U.S., together with other Western 
delegations, including Denmark and Ca- 
nada, would press for 8. more “balanced” 
text, including a call to both partes 
scrupulously to observe the cease-fire and 
cooperate with Dr. Jarring. Even an ‘un- 
balanced” resolution, merely condemning 
only Israel, would. however, as matters 
stand, easily win the Council's: endorse- 
ment. Only the U.S. is now considered 
certain to abstain.

TEL AVIV, — Among the saboteurs killed 
in the Israel Air Force action at e-Salt 
on Sunday, was the Salt base comman- 
der, Major Fayiz Mahmoud Hamdan, code- 
named Raid Khaled. He was the deputy 
of the Fatah commander, Yasser Arafat. 
This was confirmed here yesterday. 

Major Hamdan assisted the terrorists 
while still an officer in the Jordanian 
army, which he left to join the Fatah. 
In September 1967, he was responsible for 
training saboteurs in their 6] Hama cen- 
tral camp near Damascus. 

In January, 1968. he went to Akaba 
with a group of saboteurs and organized 
actions in the Eilat area in cooperation with 
soldiers of the 141st Egyptian Commando 

* Battalion. The following month he went 
to -Karameah which was then the central 
base, and became the Fatah commander's 
deputy. His main activity was in opera- 
tions and coordination with the Jordanian 
authorities and army units — where his 
previous experience stood him in good 
stead. 

Major Hamdan also organized the trans- 
fer of conscripts for training in Egypt: 
and the receipt of manpower and weapons 
from Egypt via the Iraquis. He planned 
sabotage actlons and when the Fatah 
commander was absent made deciafons in 
his place. Arms and explosive materials 
were distributed under his direction. 

Together with Arafat, the Fatah com- 
mander, he briefed the saboteurs before 
they went on a raid. Incursions which 
were considered especially important he 
himself accompanied to the river Jordan, 
waiting there until morning for the ter- 
rorists to return. 

He left Karamah a day before the 
Israel Army action there last March 21,

ADDIS ABABA. — Nigeria’s delegation 
to the pesce talks here yesterday sub- 
mitted a new nine-point plan to end the 
year-old civil war — but maintained its 
insistence on Biafra rehouncing the seces- 
sion which started the conflict. 

The plan was put when the peace 
negotiations resumed in Africa Hall under 
ae chairmanship of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie, 

Blafra’s leader, Lt.-Col. Odumegwu Oju- 
kwu, who came to Addis Ababa to head 
his delegation, left Tuesdey night for 
Abidjan, the Ivory Coast capital — casting 
a cloud on hopes of a successful outcome 
for the talks here. His departure was agen 
85 a gesture against the absence of the 
Federal Nigerian leader, Major-General 
Yakubu Gowon, who decided not to come 
to Addis Ababa. 

Ik was announced that the two sides 
would meet again tomorrow, giving them 
a day to study the proposals. 

Nigerian chief delegate, Chief Anthony 
Enahoro, proposed the stationing in the 
war zone of a force of Bthiopian, Ca- 
nadian and Indlan troops, or other na- 
tionalitles acceptable to the Biafrans.- The 
primary condition for peace as the Ni- 
gerians see it, according to his statement, 
was that both sides agree to the territo- 
ria] integrity of Nigeria as it was before 
Biafra seceded,

Wide margin 
for Nixon 
in GOP race 


MIAMI BEACH, -Florida. — The Repub- 
Jicans last night were due to select thelr 
Presidential candidate, with Richard M. 
Nixon, the party's unsuccessful candidate 
in 1960, way ahead ‘of the field. 

The 55-year-old New York attorney 
who served elght years as Vice-President 
under President Eisenhower, appeared 
throughout the convention to be assured 
of victory over two: rivals, Governors Nel- 
son Rockefeller of New York and Ronald 
Reagan of California. 

Mr. Nixon’s drive for the nomination 
picked up strength during the day, with 
victory anticipated very possibly on the 
first ballot. 

Governors Rockefeller and Reagan raced 
from hotel to hotel, meeting with state 
delegations jn an effort to keep Mr. Nixon 
trom obtaining the magic 667 on the 
first ballot. 

But Mr. Nixon, who directed the final 
hours of the campaign from his Hilton 
Plaza Hotel command post, picked up 10 
new delegates when Mississippi decided to 
invoke the unit rule and cast its entire 
20 votes for him. 

A UPI delegate tabulntion compiled at 
7.30 p.m, Israel time, showed Nixon with 
646 first ballot votes: Rockefeller with 
299; Reagan with 194; 180 pledged to 
favourite son candidates and 14 uncom- 
niitted, 

Mr. Nixon's choice of the man to run 
with him in November's election as Vice- 
President is to be formally submitted for 
approval to the convention today. The 
prospective choices include Mayor John 
Lindsay of New York, Senator Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon, Senator Howard Baker 
of Tennessee and Governors Reagan and 
Rockefeller. 


NIXON’S CONCERN 


Mr. Nixon's main concern as the time 
for balloting approached was to ‘keep in- 
tact the large dalegate support pledged to 
him from the Southern states. Some of 
these delegations were reported restive 
over the possibility that Mr. Nixon might 
choose ἃ Uberal vice-presidential running 
mate. They want αὶ Conservatlyve and 
were using the pressure of their votes, 
and the implied threat τὸ switch to the 
candidacy of Governor Reagan, to make 
their point. 

Governor Rockefeller yesterday accused 
Mr. Nixon of “catering to the Southern 
delegation at the expense of the Republi- 
can party.” 

There is still a strong conservative feel- 
ing among the 1,333 delegates to the con- 
vention. This was made evident by the 
warmth of the reception given on Monday 
night to the 1964 presidential candidate, 
former Senator Barry Goldwater.

settlement Inside Israel would be. tanta- 
mount to creating a time-bomb, like the 
one that was ticking away in Cyprus with 
Its 22 per cent non-Greek population.- We 
must not do this, after having tried here 
in Israel to bring our people back to life 
with the last ousce of its etrength after 
the World War Two Holocaust.

Mr. Harriman told newsmen when he 
returned to the U.S. Embassy. from the 
16th session of preliminary peace talks 
that freeing of the seamen was “not done 
in reciprocity” for the recent release of 
three captured American pilots held by 
Hanoi, That release wae first announced 
by the Hanoi representative. at the talks. 

Although Mr. Harriman insisted that 
reciprocity was not involved, he asked 
Hanol to release more American prisoners 
and to provide a list of all those being 
held. 

North Vietnam, meanwhile, openly urged 
the U.S. for the Arst Ume yesterday to 
study “the situation In South Vietnam 
during that past month” to judge its sig- 
nificance. 

North Vietnamese spokesman Nguyen 
'Tanh Le, strongly. hinted that the much 
publicized lull of the wer in the aouth 
had great importance. 

In Saigon, it was announced that U.S. 
speclal forces troops rescued 115 starving 
Montagnard tribesmen from a Vietcong 
jungle prison in a bloodiess helicopter 
yaid on Sunday, Spokesmen aaid the moun- 
tain men, women and children were ema- 
ciated and covered with body soreg after 
two years of forced labour at the hands 
of the Vietcong. 

It took two days to ferry the Montag- 
nards from the camp 320 ions. north-east 
of Saigon to hospitals and ald stations. 

Meanwhile, Vietcong forces destroyed 
with mines Saigon's major link with 
the Mekong Delta to the south.

Arab persecution of Jews 


GENEVA (UPI), — Deep distress'.and 
disappointment was voiced yesterday by 
the World Jewish Congress in reaction 
to U.N. Secertary-General U Thant's in- 
action on the fate of Jews in Arab states. 

in a written report to the U.N. General 
Assembly and the Security Council last 
Friday, Ὁ Thant had stated that there 
was no basis at present on which a U.N. 
mussion could proceed to Arab countries 
to investigate the plight of Jews there. 


The Congress sald in 2 statement: “We 
must appeal again to the Secretary-Gen- 
eral ta take the necessary measures to 
enable the U.N. to discharge its manifest 
obligation to ensure that the burden of 
persecution and discrimination ‘s lifted 
from Jewish minorities in the Middle Hast, 
and that facilities for emigration should 
be made available for those who desire 
to seek freedom abroad,” 

The statement pointed out that “scores 
of innocent persons are “imprisoned, of- 
ten in the most barbarous conditions, in 
Egypt, Iraq. and Syria for no other rea- 
son than that they are Jews.” These 
states have revived the Nazi doctrine that

SOMETHING WILL 


GIVE, AND SOON 


ἜΣ the Czechoslovak crisis was 
still in its formative phase there was 
good reason to avoid dwelling too heavi- 
dy on the humiliation of the Soviet lead- 
ers. They still had a chance ta save 
face, even to win grace, by announcing, 
after a quick meeting with the Czecho- 
siovak leaders, that misunderstandings 
bad been cleared up in amicable talks 
and that the differences had been monly 
due to misinterpretation and faulty insc) 
mation. 

They did not seize this chance. Ins. 
they kept the pressure up. They bulliea 
beltind closed doors to the accompaniment 
of menacing troop movements, while the 
Soviet and satellite Press poured «ut In- 
vectlve against the Dubcek Government. 
The Clerna meeting was intended as in- 
timidation, mot as a seurch for compro- 
mise. The 18 men of the Soviet Politburo 
operated together in this ludicrous maa- 
rer oot only because none of them trusted 
the others out of his sight but also to 
act as a steamroller, 

It 3s clear that Mr. Dubeek and his 
friends put up a stout fight. My own 
guess that they did better than most 
Peopte believe has been confirmed: if the 
Russians had got their way we should 
have known all about it at once. The 
Bratislava meeting turns out to have 
been po more. than a manoeuvre cal- 
culated by the Russians to embroil their 
fellow-bullies in a face-saving cumpro- 
mise. But Jt comes too late ta do Moscow 
any good, ᾿ 


᾿ Soviet brutality... . ..- 


The Russian leaders, or most of them, 
have shown themselves as what they are: 
not only brutes but ‘stupid brutes. If they 
do not swamp Czechoslovakia with troops, 
it is only because they are afraid. In 
this context the fact that Britain and other 
@Western nations have also behaved with 
brutality in our time !s irrelevant. British 
brutality has been sporadic and aberra- 
tional; further there have invariably been 
loud public voices raised against it, al- 
ways telling in the end. Soviet brutality 
is consistent, repetitive and occupational. 
ς is applied automatically to every prob- 
Jem. ‘And no public voices are raised 
against it, δ 

Further, the Russians have revealed fi- 
nally that they themseives know that 


their system {is incapable of development. 
it is a pdlitical dinosaur. It can be main- 
tained only by force wielded by a dicta- 
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torial clique. Brezhnev has show. that 
he knows this, The Soviet hard-liners 
are right. It is not Brezhnev's wrongness 
that is the great indictment of the So- 
viet system. It is his rightness. 

Something has to give, and falriy soon. 
If it turns out that Moscow has made 
only a tactical retreat and intends to 
keep economic and political pressures on 
the Czechs indefinitely without an out- 
right victory, then those senior men who 
-laye been counselling moderation will have 
to go. Or, if kept on to preserve an 
appearance of unity, their influence will 
fail, The hard-liners will have their way 
for a bit, the police will be strengthened, 
the questioners in Russia (who are le- 
gion) silenced — until] the economy starts 
to suffer so severely, until the body it- 
self begins to atrophy through the crush-- 
ing of the mind, that tnere will be an 
upheaval. 


Czech infection 


If, on the other hand, Russian mode- 
rates have really won and the Czecho- 
slovak experiment is allowed to custinue, 
the infection will spread to other satel- 
lites: the fears of Ulbricht, Gomulka, Ka- 
dar, and whoever rules Bulgarie at this 
moment are well founded. ἢ 


The hard-Hners wil] have discredited 
themaelves by getting the Kremlin into 
this mess. Some will go. The freedom- 
Bee! intelligentsia, the more actrve- 
nila managers, the. politically voncern- 
ed workers, relnforced by nationalist as- 
Pirations- in. thé-‘Ukraine and elsewhere, 
will gather strength. Anybody who seeks 
to ride this potential whirlwind will have 
to move very fast. Faster and more radi- 
cally than Khrushchev, who tried to play 
off the conservatives against the re- 
formers — and fell. 


The Soviet system is moribund. it can 
be preserved for a time by police action, 
or it can be changed. Recent experience 
in the Communist world has ‘show that 
when this sort of system starts changing 
it becomes quickly transformed into some- 
thing else... 

The immediate big question-mark is whe- 
ther there is anybody, or any group, in 
the Kremlin prepared to see the Soviet 
System change into something else and 
convinced that he or they can guide and 
control the transformation in the name 
of the Communist Party. We have no 
means of knowing, but, if the Russian 
retreat is genuine, we shall know very 
s00n, 


Qur ignorance is profound. We know 
that Kosygin 1s an economic reformer, 
whose reforms do not go far enough 
because they have to be distorted to fit 
into the system. What we do not know 
is whether it is Kosygin himself who is 
frightened of going farther or whether 
his wishes are being thwarted by his col- 
leagues. We know also that there are 2 
few men in the Politburo who are com- 
paratively young. gifted with brain and 
not necessarily trammelled like Brezh- 
nev hy ignorance, or like Suslov by doc- 
trine. It 15 possible that these men want 
things to happen, If they do and if they 
have built up a following in the pro- 
vinces, they could seize on the discredit-* 
ing of the hard-liners for the beginning 
of an attempt at a breakout. But at the 
Moment they have no appeal in the 
country 23 8. whole: the entire leadership 
is tarred with the same -brush as far 
as the ordinary Russian is concerued. 


Experiment and conflict 


Finally. if there are indeed individuals 
in the higher leadership who would like 
to launch the bold experiment, we can 
be quite certain that they wili never 
get the chance without a perlod of inten- 
sive conflict. 

First, the more perceptive and empirical. 
ly minded of the old guard have to vote 
the hard-liners out, with or without the 
help of the Central Committee which is 
supposed to elect them. There would fol- 
low a period of balancing between re- 
formers and reactionaries, as under 
Khrushchev. Only then could the experi- 
mentally minded, if they exist, build up 
sufficient power jn the Central Conumittee 
and the local parties to stage what would 
amount to a palace revolution. All this 
would take time. It would also depend 
on many ifs. But it has to happen un- 
less, on the one hand, Russia is to be left 
high and dry, stranded on the shore of 
the mainstream of history — or unless 
it is to explode again into spoataneous 
revolution. 

What is happening in Prague today, 
wherever it leads Czechoslovakia, will ae- 
celerate an inevitable process in the So- 
viet Union.- Communism ,as a dynamic 
force, let alone an sispiration, is finished 
— unless China contrives 8. reincarnation. 
Can it transform itself before it blows 
up? Many young Russians, like Mr. Duh- 
cek, think it ean, May they be right.

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Dubcek: the humble 
man who stood up 


to the Russians 


EF only they knew it, Alexander Dub- 
cek is the best man the Russians have 
got in Czechoslovakia. Not because he is 
their tool: no man has stood up io Soviet 
fury more bravely and Steadily than he, 
in defence of Czechoslovakia's right to 
choose her own course. But because n0- 
body, if not Dubcek, can keep Czecho- 
slovakia on that chosen course, which 
means gocialism, democracy fit for selt 
respecting people, loyalty to the War- 
saw Pact. A Moscow henchman would 
merely complete the ruin and disgrace 
of Communism which* Antonin Novotny 
went far to bring about. A Prague in- 
tellectual, a man of reformist theory, might 
already have lost control and released a 
total rebellion against Communism. 

It was the Soviet leaders who feared 
that Dubcek would be’ overthrown by 
the democratic torrent be allowed to fiow. 
Their own blunders have removed this 
danger. In the last two weeks, Alexander 
Dubcek. the shy and unknown man with- 
out gifts of demagosy, has become the 
unchallenged national Jeader. if he does 
not betray this trust — and is not be-. 
trayed by his own colleagues in the 
weeks to come — his position is assured. 
Soviet threats, and his steadfast response 
to them, have brought the doubting na- 
tion to his side until men can say, as 
they do now in Prague: “If al! Com- 
Younists are going to be ke Dubcek, 
then I'll join the Party.” 


No pretensions 


In January, when the long leadership 
crisis suddenly jerked him into power, 
nobody knew quite who he was. The 
Czech correspondents in Berlin were not 
even sure how to spell: his name. "σοῦ 
God!" said. everyboay. “A Slovak as. First 
Secretary. They must. have ‘been at their 
wits’ end” Little ig known. about his 
background, even now. But some personal 
qualities come across instantly. 

He is a humble man, with no preten- 
sions, Being First Secretary almighty. dis- 
tresses him. He gpes on buzzing about. 
in his own smali Fiat, hobuobbing: with 
strangers about soccer -(a, Slovak passion) 
and sitting on his towel signing auto- 
graphs at the swimming pool .after ex~ 
veuting his stylish ‘swallow-dives. Deter- 
mined to stay In: touch, he does things 
on television which torture a sophisticat- 
ed producer, like leaning forward and say- 

that he is looking into a camera 
Jens but fancying- he can.-see all the 
viewers through it. = 

He. makes a habit of thanking -the 
people for their support and trust. For 
the Ozechs and Slovaks, who’ haven't 
trusted anybody .since 1938 -and haven't. 
been: thanked since 1948 excépt-Zor. mono~_ 
lithically endorsing things ‘they didn’t 
endorse in the least, this is. marvellous 
and moving. Stolid people blow their 
noses hard as bis television speeches end. 

Three things seem important in Alex- 
ander Dubcek’s past, seen as the back- 
ground to a’ political leader. These are 
his. connection with Russia, ‘his’ over- 
whelmingly small-town “experience, and 
the fact that he is a -Slovak.. . 

As a Communist, he ‘has the. non-dog- 
matic confidence of-2 man who 15 the 
son of Communists, has been a worker, 
and has never considered. being enything 
else but a Communist, His father, Steve 
Dubcek, emigrated to the States before 
the First World War, joined the proto- 
Communist “Socialist Party of Illinois” 
in 1917, and returned in 1921. Alexander 
was born in November that year in the 
village of Uhrovec-in a. house which — 
by haunting coincidence — was the birth- 
place of Slovalda’s greatest herc, the 
writer and nationalist Ludovit Stur. 


Russian education 


‘Then they went to Russia. Steve Dub- 
cek, with 300 other idealist Czechs and 
Slovaks, joined the “Interhelpo” co-ope- 
rative farm near Frunze in Soviet Asia, 
and Alexander's first school wes in Kir- 
ghizia. They returned in 1938, when 
Alexander was 17, and settled at Trencin 
in western Slovakia. Later, between 1955 
and 1958, Alexander was to attend the 
Political School of the Soviet Central 
Committee in Moscow. This unique know- 
ledge of the Soviet mind and institutions 
is a priceless asset today. It is also a 
guarantee: though Dubcek knows the 
crimes and the gigantic mistakes of which 
the Soviet Union {fs capable, he feels an 
enduring respect for it. 

The small-town aspect has to do with 
power. Dubcek is not 2 weak man. He 
joined the Party at 18, an apprentice in 
the Skoda factory at Dubnica just up 


. the valiey from Trencin, and after the 


war worked in 8 yeast factory in Tren- 
cin town. He made his way in small- 
town polities, becoming Party bess in 
Banska Bystrica in 1953. in 1958 secre- 
tary of the Bratislava region, and in 
1863 --- already 2 member of the Prae- 
sidium in Prague and a member of par- 
Uament — First Secretary of the Slovak 
Communist Party. 

As far as can be found out, Dubcek 
has never visited the West in his life. 
Even in Prague, in the first months, he 
felt isolated and unsure. But the West 
Slovakian years, in that intimate yet hard- 
fisted kind of politics which Scottish and 
Welsh smell towns know, taught him how 
to handle men who — at that level — 
might dere to disobey, and how to get 
things done in a party apparatus. His 
home is still a villa in a Bratislava sub- 
urb, where he goes when he can and 
where his ‘blonde wife Anna lives with 
thelr three sons, the eldest a medical 
student, the others, teenagers, still at 


school. 
Slovak loyalty 


And Dubcek is a Slovak. This fact is 
the hinge of the whole Czechoslovak 
swing to democracy. His loyalty to this 
proud, aggrieved little people — who are 
the Seots of Czechoslovakia —- led him 
first to fight Novotny for more Sjovak 
self-government ard then — crucially — 
to see that Slovak grievances were only 
ong sector of the whole nation’s suf- 
Zerings under dictatorship. in other words, 
only 4 démocratic revolution for all Czecho- 
slovakia could guarantee the Slovaks the 
local freedoni they longed for. 

As First Secretary in Slovakia, Dubcek 
at least forged the connection between the

for democracy. He allowed Slovak writers 
and journalists ‘sensational freedom. The 
crimes of Stalinism were assailed in Bra- 
tislava while Prague was still silent. 
The fatal possibility that the Slovaks 
would go for autonomy without bothering 
about democratic reform — like 4 pocket 
Rumania —wag avoided. Thus the al- 
liance between reformers and Slovaks 
which brought Dubcek to power rational- 
ly — and which really supports the whole 
Czechoslovak experiment — became pos- 
sible. 

‘There was a broad gulf separating prag- 
matic Dubcek from the revisionisi theor- 
ists in Prague, from intellectuals like 
Svitak and Goldstuecker, from mes who 
had lived and fought in the West and 
Geveloped daring blueprints for the mar- 
rlage of Communism and “bourgeois li- 
berties." At the outset these men doubt- 
ed if Dubcek really understood about 
liberty. Between January and June, some 
of them predicted that the wave of eman- 
cipation would overtake

sweep him away, to replace hint by a 
radica] revisionist from their own circles. 

At first, it looked as if they might 
be right. In March, Dubcek simply sat 
back and let things rip. He told incre- 
dulous journalists to write what they Lik- 
ed: television and radio set about destroy- 
ing Stalinism on their own. He told the 
trades unions that "the creation and con- 
tent of union policy Jies in your hands. 
Nelther the Party nor the State wishes 
or intends to mentor you.” At first cri- 
tical, he then promised the radical re- 
formers sn emergency Congress — which 
meant the purge of the whole leadership. 


Even the intellectuals became slightly 
aghast at what they were doing. 
The big stick 
Dubcek remained almost silent. He 


trusted the people not to overdo matters, 
and handed them the initiative. In prac- 
tice, he was in greater control than it ap- 
peared, But then the Russians, frenzied 
with anxiety and egged on by the panic- 
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stricken East Germaus, brought cout the 
big stick and transforMed everything. 
Armed invasion threatened. Dubcek came 
quietly and firmly forward and the reins 
were seen to be in his hands. The country 
rallied to him. The radicals saw, Jn time, 
that Dubecek was the only man who could 
save them. 

Power les very heavily upon Alexander 
Dubcek, because he takes it as respon- 
sibility. If the vote went against him 
in the Praestdium, he would accept his 
fate as a loyal Communist. What did this 
man think, as he paced up and down at 
the railway station at Cierna and listened 
to the sounds of Soviet Russia comiog 
across the darkness of the river? Of the 
ordinary people he has been set over, too 
weary after the day's work to do more 
than sleep? Cautious with theie trust, 
they have dared to trust him. We know 
that he knows this, Soon we shall know 
how this unpretentious man, Slovak and 
Communist has been able to fulfl that 
trust.

INEAPPLES can be grown in Israel 
435 a highly-profitable commercial 


venture, says the Miam] businessman whe 
@iaregarded the experts’ advice’ to 
establish a flourishing pineapple-growing 
enterprise in Florida. ᾿ 

David Light visited Israel in June. 88 
a memuer of 8. Miami Israe} Bonds tour. 
He wse impressed by the similarity of 
Israel end Fiorida in soli “and climatic 
conditions, and he recalled that in the 
1940s, the experts had told him the luxury 
fruit couldn't be grown in Florida. 

Mr. Light immediately turned with his 
iden to the Bonds tour Jeader, Aaron 
Kahan. A- meeting was arranged with the 
Minister of Agriculture and members of 
his staff. Their enthuslagm was perhaps 
even greater than that of Mr. Light. 

Mr. Light's suggestion was greeted 
with enthusiasm by Ministry officials, and 
for good reason. If Israel could produce 
pineapples. it could compete on the al- 
ready-established European market for the 
luxury fruit. {Hawaii annually exports 
$50m. worth of pineapples to the Conti- 
nent, and Israell shipping costs would be 
much smaller.) 

Pineapple production also is attractive 
Decause it does not require substantial ir- 
rigation. It takes much of its water 
from the afr. not from the ground. And 
the fruit can be exported fresh — certain 


strains lasting three weeks. Futhermare, ἡ 


the pineapple lends itself to many forms 
of processing, such as canning and pre- 
serves. 

Mr. Light knows that experiments 
made here have been less than success~ 
ful, but he believes that the plneapnle 
hasn’t been giveti a proper chance. He 
thinks the humid coastal areas of Israel 
would be well-suited to growing pine- 
apple. 7 

Bahamas variety 


Mr. Light says the Aleuthera variety 
of pineapple, developed in the Bahamas, 
is the most likely to succeed here. This 
strain has no hard core, as does Hawalian 
pineapple, making it valuable in the can- 
ning and processing stage. 

Roberto Ticho, head of the frult-grow- 
ing division of the Ministry of Agriculture 
has long supported pineapple growing 
in Israel. He once went to the Azores 
— at hig own expense — to study the 
methods used there. For a long time, he 
has heen waiting to find a real expert 
in pineapple growing, who would be pre- 
pared to give his know-how to help Isreel 
establiah a pineapple-growing industry. 

Mr- Ticho enlisted the aid of Otto 
Steiner, the man who developed orchid 
and general flower production in Israel on 
a commercial scale. Mr, Steiner also is 
enthuslastic, and he agrees that pine- 
apples can be grown successfully — and 
profitably — in Israel. ‘ 

So the team is ready. David Light is 
supplying the know-how, and will pay 
for all the costs of the experiment. The 
Ministry of Agriculture is giving full 
and enthualastic cooperation. Otto Steiner

US. helped Arabs 


more than Israel 


TEL AVIV (USIS). — The Arabs claim 
from time to time that Arab hostility 
te the U.S. reflects the fact that the 
Americans gave Israel-more aid than 
the Arabs, and that the U.S. gives to 
Israel alone as much aid ag to all of the 
Arab States together. Tue facts are far 
different. . 

According to statistics quoted in the 
Congressional Record P.H. 6617/16 July 
1968, American aid to the Arab States 
between 1946-1968 totalled $3,762. Aid 
te Israel in the same period totalled 
$770m., about one-fifth Egypt received 
$825m. 

The breakdown of U.S. economic aid is 
as follows (in millions of dollars): 

Algeria, 191; Iraq, 95; Jordan, 622; 
Kuwait, 50: Lebanon, 84; Morocco, 589;

Mediterranean Lines 
buys four freighters 


Jerusalem Post Reporter’: 

HAIFA. — The Mediterranean Lines ship- 
Ping company has purchased four ten- 
year-old British freighters ‘for a price of 
nearly £500,000, Mr. Yehuda Ofer, who 
with his brother owns the Une, told the 
press yesterday. The ships have been re- 
named, Bat Tiran, (3,000 tons); Bat Sua- 
pir, (1,400 tons); Bat Golan, (3,000 tons) 
and Bat Harim, (1,400 tons). 

The privately owned line, still relative- 
ly young, now owns 10 vessels, and char- 
ters another alx. It is doing $9m. worth 
of business a year —“without any Gov- 
ernment loans or funds," Mr. Ofer said. 
The line rung’ Tegular services between 
Israel and the -Aqriatic, to Trieste, Ve- 
nice, Yugeslavia and other Black Sea 
ports. Some of ita vessels are refrigerated. 

Mr. Ofer said that the itpe now em- 
ploys 206 zeamen, half of them Israelis. 


Abundant water 
found on Golan 


A survey of Golan Heights water re- 
sources says that thére are 10 million 
cubic metres available for farmmg an- 
nually. 

Up to five million ‘cum. yearly-in the 
soutnern will méan settlements 
there should plant tomatoes for Industry, 
and onions for export. according to the 
Jewish Agency study. 

_ Although there is, much more water in 
the north, short-range plans by the Settle- 
ment Department permit only five million 
tons to bé exploited yearly in the first stage. 
Rein runoff will also be trapped and used 
here. So fer two dams have been built 
that will eapture 250.000 cubic metres of 
rain runoff. 

A big water source to be developed 
soon is Birket Ram, a huge. natural re- 
servoir inside an extinct volcano. It is 
planned to divert water from nearby 
streams to the Birket Ram, to test whe- 
ther it can serve as reservoir for the en- 
tire region. 

Experts predicts the voleano can hold 
up to 15 million: cu.m., but this will de- 
“pend-on whether the banks will ba water- 
tight. 5 ; 

aes will be plantéd in thé northern 
part, and: irrigated crops such 88 pote- 
toes, nuts, top-class pears, and straw- 
berries are aiso slated for the area.

Rasseco has offered to sell both dairies 
te the farmers for 1L3.5m., payable over 
several years.. However, lengthy negotia- 
tions have produced na agreement so far, 
and Rasseo threatens to prefer outright 
closure _to.continued deticit operation.

Eban explains ‘No’ 
to treaty on 
nuclear proliferation

Israel has welcomed international ini- 
tiative in preventing nuclear proliferation 
as onc of a group of countries which do 
not have atomic weapons but which are 
interested in promoting research for 
peaceful purpnses, Forcign Minister Abba 
ban said in the Knesset yesterday. 

Replying to a motion, for the agenda 
by Mr. Tewfik Toubi (New Communists) 
the Foreign Minister said that the draft 
enti-proliferation treaty was unsatisfac- 
tory on a number of counts. Israel had 
always stood for general disarmament in 
the world and the region, as a step to- 
wards the strengthening of peace, and 
‘her positive attitude towards anti-protife- 
ration, as she expressed it in the U.N. on 
May 29, stemmed from adherence to this 
‘principle. = 

The motion should be struck from the 
agenda since in any case the Foreign 
Affairs and Security Committee periodic- 
ally dealt with the problem, Mr. Eban 
said, The Kocsset overwhelmingly agreed. 

Mr. Toubi sald the world was worried 
because -Ischel still hadn't signed the 
“treaty, and he hoped she’ wasn't waiting 
to consult her so-called friends in Bonn, 
who had themselves refused to sign be- 
cause they wanted the bomb.

This is Mr. Brown's first visit to Israel,

“Dp you realize what you're say- 
ing? ‘I said to him.’ ‘The ways 
of Zion do mourn!... All her gates 
are desolate! Look arousd you! I 
said.” 

The speaker was a bearded, obviously 
religious Jew, talking to a friend. of 
the same type on the way to the West: 
ern Wall on the morning of Tigha B'Av. 
The argument he was describing about 
the word, of the Book of Lamentations. 
puts in a nutshell the paradox of the 
annual Mourning for Zion over a year 
after the re-unification of Jerusalem 
and the re-establishment of Jewish 50- 
vereignty over the City — nineteen 
centuries after the degtruction of the 
Temple. 


Throughout the centuries, Jews have 
been coming to the narrow lane in 
front of the last pitysical relic of Is- 
rael’s anclent glories to bewail the 
miseries of exile: the persecutions and 
massacres, the ‘humiliating . restrictions 
imposed on Jews in their Holy City 
by a succesalon of foreign conquerors. 
The area in front of the Wall was it- 
self αἱ manifestation of exile in the 
heart of the Homeland. 

Today the entire atmosphere of Tisha. 
B'Av at the Wall bas been totally 
transformed. Instead of a narrow lane, 
hemmed in, by Arab houses, there iz 3 
broad square. The Wall itself has been 
deepened and widened. Crowds of Jews, 


Israelig and tourists, seem to be re-. 


joicing ii new-found freedom rather 
than weeping for past suffering. Even 
the religious, who continue to recite 
the old formulae, are keenly aware of 
the metamorphosis, though attachment 
to tradition makes it difficult to find 
a way of expressing the change in 
ritua] and liturgy. 

Some of the orthodox argue that the 
redemption tg incomplete and will re- 
main incomplete until the coming of 
the Mesalah. But they: cannot gainsay 
the fact that the old words no longer 

* express the truth. The ways of Zion 
no longer mourn; the gates are no 
‘longer degolate;- they are *thronged by 
Jews of free Israel and their brethren 
from abroad, who cannot but feel — 
. even onthe day of mourning — the 
* joy “of resurgence. 


v* ““ where ‘fave been a few hesitant pro- 


posals to adapt the ritual to the new 
reality. ‘The religious kibbutz movement 
hes inserted jn the final prayer of the 
day a reference to the rebuilding of 
Jerusalem, which 15 now In progress. 
Tt has been suggested that the fasts 
of Tevet and Tammuz, associated with 
the Babylonian campaign Jeru- 
salem, should be abolished, aud that 
Tisha B'Av should become a general 
day of remembrance for Jewish suf- 
fering through the ages, up to aud in- 
cluding the Nazi Holocaust.

But the problem goes deeper, During 
the long night of exile Judalsm be- 
came, in large meagure, a religion of 
mourning, There was so much to mourn, 
and redemption seemed, humanly. speak- 
ing, so far off. Today there is no long- 
er any need to yearn for Zion. It is 
there, in Jewish hands, and the Jews 
of the Di — except for those of 
the Soviet Union and the few who have 
remained in the Arab countries — can 
go up to Zion, for a brief visit or 
permanent settlement, whenever they 
choose. 

It is hard for many to get accuatom- 
ed τό the new situation. There was 
something so sweet and consoling abou: 
the Jewish “krech=” —- one almost felt 
that many Jews enjoyed luxuriating in 
thelr grief for the lost glories of the 
past. So, too, in the secular sphere,

TEL AVIV. — The last link in the undersea telephone cable between Israel and 


France was laid yesterday. 

The Marcet Bayard. «a French cable- 
laying vessel, brought the end of the 
3,500-kllometre-long, Gne-inch thick, cop- 
per and steel cable close inshore, where 
it was towed to land and secured. The 
surf created ἃ problem for the cable 
layers who sought to tow the wire Io from 
the ship in small boats. The Marcel Bayard 
then catapulted a thin cable to the shore 
and the phone line was pulled in by a 
winch, with large buoys supporting It 
close to the surface of the water. 

A frogman then cut the buoys loose 
and Introduced the end of the cable into 
the pre-cast concrete underground cham- 
ber leading to the International Telecom- 
Niunications centre. 

The tine will be operational in October. 

The Minister of Posts, Mr. Israel Yesha- 
yahu, canie to sce the linking of the cuble. 

Mr. Robert Wilmet. chief engineer and 
director of the Underwater Cables Depart- 
Ment of the P.E.T, tthe French counter- 
part of the Ministry of Posts), and Mr. 
Jean Paseal, representing the companies 
which had manufactured the cable, came 
to Israel to see the job completed, The 
cable rests on the sea bottom, sometimes 
as much as 4,000 metres deep, and its life 
span ty calculated at 20 to 25 years. 

When the service begins, the operator 
will be able to dial directly to any aumber 
In any country connected with the Paris 
centre.

Power fight 
inside N.R.P.

TEL AVIV. — A power atruggie is now 
under way inside the National Religious 
Party for control of the party machine, 

The fight is focused on the powerful 
position of the Secretary-Genercl Mr. 
Moshe Kroveh, who has held the post 
for years, has recently been appointed to 
the Jewish Agency Executive as head of 
the Religious Education Department. 

Internal elections are scheduled for 
early November and the contenders want 
to settle the succession before then. The 
situation has been compounded by the 
merger of the two factions that have 
dominated the party for decades — they 
are the Central Bloc led by Interior Min- 
ister Moshe Shapiro and the Lamifneh 
Bloc of Social Welfare Minister Yosef 
Burg. 

Party sources are already speaking of 
the next Secretary-General as a challenge 
to Mr, Shapiro's hitherto dominant role, 

A major contestant is Deputy Reiigions 
Minister Blnyamin Shachor, who hopes to 
regain the ground he lost inside the party 
when he entered the Government. It is 
not unlikely that Mr. Shachor may even 
be ready to forgo his present post if he 
could succeed Mr. Kroneh. Apparently, 
Mr. Shapiro would prefer that Mr. Kro- 
neh stay on for the moment, in the hope 
that Mr, Shachor's influence will wane. 

The Secretary of Hapoel Hamizrahi, the 
NRP. trade union wing, Mr. Hliezer 
Goellmen, is also mobilizing support, but 
his prospects are considered dim. Two pro- 
minent names also mentioned are those 
of Knesset whip Yitzhak Raphael and 
Deputy Interior Minister Y.S. Bon-Meir, 
who js ἃ close associate of Mr. Shapiro 
and is considered as enjoying wider sup- 
port than Mr. Raphael in the party.
